I fooled away in 1874. and 75, has no 
outlet to the river, being blocked at 
what should be its terminus by private 
property anil a private road !

— In the 
Schrocder case to-day Be v. Dr. Steb- 
bins, father-in-law of the defendant, 
was on the stand, and testified to the 
same effect as his statements at the 
timo of the tragedy. The prosecution 
tried to have his evidence regarding 
Mrs. Schroedor's confession of adultery 
ruled out, but the court admitted it. 

San Fuancisco, Dec. 5.— Robert P. 
Brown was arrested to-day at Folsom 
by TJ. S. Detective Finnegass for coun- 
terfeiting quarter dollars and dimes. 
Six sets of dies and a quantity of coun- 
terfeit coin were captured. 

San Frakcisco, Dec. C— Samuel 
Kauffman, an ex-member of the Pacific 
stock exchange, committed suicide yes- 
terday by taking prussic acid. 

San Euan'cisco, Dec. ".--In the 
Schroeder trial today a motion of 
counsel for prosecution to introduce 
testimony given by Schroeder on his 
preliminary examination was denied 
by the court. The prosecution then 
brought in rebuttal a number of wit- 
nesses to show that the change in 
prisoner's mind was not due to the dis 
oovery of his wife's infidelity, but to 
losses in stocks and gambling. 

■ Tho health committee to day decided 
to ship the Chinese lepers at the pest 
house, 1G in number, to China. Two 
more were discovered in Chinatown to- 
day. 

NEVADA. 

Causox, Dec. (5. — Duncan Mellca, 
wood contractor, failed here to-day for 
about $50,000. 

Seven men were sentenced to-day in 
the U. S. district court for fishing in 
Pyramid lake. The leader, J. S. Stur- 
gen, was fined S1000 and the rest $100 
each. 

YniciiNiA, Dec. 7. — So many prac- 
ticing physicians have said that what 
was called smallpox hero was chicken- 
pox, that the people believed them and 
have been careless about exposing 
themselves. The consequence is that 
it has been spread all over the city and 
but a singlo case taken to the pest 
houso. There are thirty cases here 
now, some malignant ami some con- 
fluent. The people are excited and the 
board of health is active to prevent 
further spread. 

EUROPE. 
Wateiifoud, Dec. G.- — In a special 
yesterday Parncll denounced the gov 
eminent as too weak to deal with the 
land question and hoped to crush tho 
movement by keeping representatives 
from parliament, but no one could stop 
agitation until tillers of the soil owned 
it. The government conspired agains* 
the Irish and assassination was only 
attempted where there was no organi- 
zation. 

London, Dec. G. — The Times' Water- 
ford special says the proposition to con- 
fer the freedom of the city of Water- 
ford on Parnell was carried with con- 
siderable opposition. Tho result of op- 
position, however, was that tho dissent 
ing member of the municipal council 
had been moro or less "Boycotted." A 
system of wholesale intimidation was 
exercised to compel co-operation in the 
arrangement for the reception of Par- 
noil. The windows of several estab- 
lishments were smashed when it be- 
came known that the owners would 
not join in the popular movement and 
in two cases a watch had to bo kept to 
prevent serious trouble. Tho inhabi- 
tants had to join in the rejoicings or 
have their houses attacked and des- 
troyed.

The most recent develop- 
ment in Boycotting was in county 
towns, where shopkeepers and even 
peddlers are required to produce tickets 
showing that they are members of the 
league, or they will not bo allowed to 
buy or sell. ' Even Orangemen in 
some places are obliged to join the 
league rather than lose their business, 
property or lives. The organization 
becomes daily moro perfect in its min- 
utest details. The accumulation of 
arms in the country is regarded with 
apprehension. One house here sup- 
plies 240 revolvers weekly to different 
parts of tho country. 

Dublin, Dec. 7. — Crowds of people 
were at the corners of the streets to 
witness the entry of the first battalion 
Coldstream Guards. Thero was no 
manifestation of feeling. 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 7. — The steamship 
Belgravia, from Quebec, was spoken off 
Lizard. She has fire in her hold. 

London, Dec. G. — The Daily News 
prints the following conspicuously : — 
We are authorized to state that, all the 
powers having agreed to the proposal 
of her majesty's government that the 
international fleet 'should separate after 
truthfully communicating their respec- 
tive destinations. Vice Admiral Sey- 
mour has ordered the signal to part 
company. 

London, Dee. 1. — Ross won the boat 
race. 

The steamer Toronto at Liverpool 
from Montreal Jost IS head of cattle 
and 130 sheep on the passage. Tho 
steamer Manitoba at Molvillo from 
New York for Glasgow, lost 100 head 
of cattle on the passage. 

Dublin, Dec. 4.— Dr. Thos. W. 
Grimshaw, registrar-general, has receiv- 
ed a threatening letter for refusing to 
dismiss his gardener, a pensioner, lie 
has obtained police protection. 

The chief justice, in refusing the ap- 
plication for postponement by Parnell ( 
and others, said that for several months 
the country had been in a .state of an- 
archy. A large portion of the people, 
instigated by the land league, had prac- 
ticed a system of dishonesty. Owing 
to unauthorized conspiracies people 
were afraid to assert their rights. If 



Parnell had to complain of anything it 
would be himself and associates. Ife 
had endeavored to procure alterations 
by law, by violent speeches and men- 
aces and be had nobody but himself to 
thank if ho was in a bad position in 
regard to his parliamentary duties. 

PARIS, Dec. 7. — Gen. Reffye, inven- 
tor of the mitrailleuse, is dead. 

London, Deo. 3. — Excitement over 
tho Irish question increases. Lord 
Cranbrook, conservative, in speaking 
at Beach flampstead last night declar- 
ed that as the government had failed 
to suspend the habeas corpus act if 
further outrages were committed blood 
would be upon their hands. 

Lord Justice ■ James writes that the 
rent of Irish holdings should be fixed 
at 20 to 55 per cent, over Griffiths' val- 
uation and that any landlord dissatis- 
fied with this should be entitled to call 
upon the government to purchase his 
lands at a fair price. Col. Gordon, who 
lias been on a tour of tho whole of the 
west of Ireland, writes that the condi- 
tion of the people is better than that 
of any other nation in tho world. A 
gulf of antipathy exists between thorn 
and landlords. Citing as precedont 
measures taken to abolish slavery in 
the West Indies ho proposes that the 
government shall buy out all landlords 
west of the Shannon at a cost of .£80,- 
000,000 of which the great part will 
be repaid by tenants and tho cancer 
will be cured. He also proposes that 
the lands ihus acquired lie administer- 
ed by a land commission supplemented 
by an immigration commission. 

Dublin', Dec. 3, — The government 
will prosecute the proprietor of the 
Sligo Champion for publishing a notice 
to his tenants to relinquish his farm. 

Dublin, Dec 1. — Boycott was fol- 
lowed to his hotel recently by forty 
hooting roughs. The proprietor of the 
hotel received a threatening letter 
warning him not to shelter Boycott. 

Dublin, Dee. 2. — A large meeting 
of the Grand Lodge of Ireland resolv- 
ed to advise Ulster lodges to organize 
counter demonstrations on tho same 
days at the samo places appointed for 
land league meetings. 

Chicago, Dec. 2.— -A Dublin special 
says only a small proportion of out- 
rages in Ireland are reported in the 
public press, Obnoxious farmers, agents 
and landlords are obliged to have a 
body guard wherever they go. 

London, Dec. 3. — Two hundred men 
of tho artillery will go with the ma- 
rines to Ireland. 

London, Dec. 4. — H, M. S. Valor- 
ous starts for South Iroland on Mon- 
day with small arms and steam pinna- 
ces for river transit. 

Dublin, Dec. 2. — A jury for state 
trials is to be selected as follows: First 
ly: — From a special jury list compris- 
ing 1500 names -IS will J>e selected by 
ballot. These 48 names will then again 
be placed in a ballot box and drawn 
out separately each side having the 
right to object to twelve. Prom the 
21 names thus remaining the jury will 
be selected each side again having the 
right to challenge. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 12. — Boycott lias quit 
the country for England, going sooner 
then he intended, as he had received 
threatening letters at the hotel where 
he was stopping. 

London, Dec. 2. — A telegram from 
Waterford to a Dublin newspaper 
says: Arms are being sold to an extra- 
ordinary extent and the whole country- 
is armed to the teeth. Prisoners from 
four counties will bo brought to Wat- 
erford Monday next for trial, including 
the men charged with the murder of 
Boyd. 

Dublin, Dec. 3. —Evidence increases 
of tho rapid spread of the land league 
terrorism and honest tenants are be- 
coming restive under it. Owners nnd 
agents say that the conditions of af- 
fairs is worse than a month ago. There 
is now universal . suspension of pay- 
ment of rent under the influence of the 
league. 

Dublin, Dee. 2. — Parnell, Biggar, 
J. D. Sullivan, Sexton and Dillon will 
each file affidavits in the crown office 
on which to ground application for 
postponement of their trials, as the date 
fixed would interfere with their con- 
stitutional right to be present when 
parliament meets. 

Dublin, Dec. 1.— Dr. Mayers has 
been selected lord mayor of this citv 
for 1881. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 4. — Tho landlord com- 
mittee adopted a resolution declaring 
that the ordinary laws arc utterly in- 
adequate to check the agitation. 

London, Dee. 3. — Elliott, Hawdon 
and Bodd have promised to compete in 
in a new American prize regatta. 

Paris, Dec. 2. — Laissant has chal- 
lenged Vicompte St. Vincent to a duel 
for printing a letter accusing Laissant 
of cowardice in the Franco-Prussian war 
which was read by General DeCissey'a 
counsel during a recent libel suit. 

The manager of the Marsaillaise so- 
cialist paper has been summoned be- 
fore the police court for an illegal act 
in proposing a subscription to pay lines 
imposed in the DoCisaoy cose. 

Paris, Dec. 4.- Tho government has 
decided to propose to the chamber of 
deputies to sell the crown jewels as 
possessing no historical value. It is 
estimated that the sale svill produce 
five million francs which could bo d<v 
voted to extending and improving the 
national museums. 

0ETTINJE, Dec. 2. — The Montenegrin 
minister of foreign affairs informed re- 
presentatives of the powers here that 
despite the military convention giving 
Sanjeorgio to Montenegro, Dervish 
Pasha refused to surrender it on the 
ground of a determination that the 
commission must decide the question. 
General Peclrovich has sent an officer 
to Sanjeorgio to try to obtain its ces- 
sion. 

Paris, Dec. 2. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day the minister of foreign 
affairs replying toaninterpollation spoke 
in a similar strain to his speech in the 
senate Tuesday touching the Montene- 
grin, Greek and A rmenian questions. 
The oril*r of the day in favor of the

Berlin, Dec. 3.— The Jewish ques- 
tion continues to attract much atten- 
tion. Newspapers are debating it, 
pamphlets are pouring forth, tumults 
aro taking place among students and 
occasional fracases occur in the streets. 
A largo number of eminent Jews will 
soon meet to consider steps to defend 
themselves. It is proposed to estab- 
lish journals to support their cause of- 
fieally. An inspired writer in the 
Greu/.boten seeks to vindicate Bismarck 
from imputation of sympathy with tho 
anti-Jewish movement. 

Berlin, Dec. 2.— Students are pre- 
paring a statement to the roctor of the 
university protesting against distribut- 
ion by students of Gottingen university 
of Court Chaplain Stroecker's petition 
against the Jews. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 3. — The 
chances of a favorable settlement of 
the Chinese question diminish as liego 
tuitions are prolonged. As China an 
Russia severally desire a solution it is- 
hoped that they will make mutual con- 
cessions. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 3. — It is un- 
derstood that the programme of tho 
now finance minister comprises consid- 
erable reduction of army and navy ex- 
penditure in time of peace. 

Berlin, Dec. 3.--A report that the 
emperor and Bismarck tried to par- 
suado Hohenlohe to assume charge of 
foreign affairs is confirmed, Hohen- 
lohe declined on private grounds. Bis- 
marck intends to come to Berlin bofor* 
Christmas to direct tho preparation of 
measures to be submitted to the bund- 
esrath relating to finance. 

Naples, Dee. 1. — A tobacco factory 
here burned to day; loss estimated at 
several million francs. 

London, Dec. 4. — It is reported that 
the viceroy of India has ordered the 
evacuation of Candahav forthwith. 

THE PANAMA CANAL. 

New York, Dee. 7. — Tho subscrip 
tion books of the Universal Company 
for construction of an inter-oceanic 
canal through tho isthmus of Panama 
were opened to-day at the offices of 
Drexol, Morgan it Co. and Winslow, 
Lanier & Co. Subscriptions wore re- 
ported coming in rapidly, but for the 
most part in small amounts. At the 
office of Seligman & Co. it was report- 
ed that about three pages in their books 
had been filled soon after noon. 

Subscriptions to the Panama canal 
stock to-day amounted to about S3, GOO,- 
000. 

Ex-Queen Isabella has ordered her 
bankers to invest largely in Panama 
canal shares. The German ambassa- 
dor congratulates DeLesscps on the 
financial success of the enterprise. 

PERSIA. 
Teheran, Dec. G. — Several thousand 
pilgrims returning from Mecca are de- 
tained at Bagdad, owing to tho Kurds 
having attacked the last three caravans 
and killed and wounded over 500 pil- 
grims. 

UNITED STATES. 
New York, Dec. 7. — The Herald 
and Times announce, on authority of 
the American committee having the 
Panama cnnnl subscription in charge 
fpr this country, that there is a clause 
in their contract with the canal com- 
pany empowering them to represent the 
interests of the company in tho United 
States in all that concerns the neutrali- 
ty of- the canal as defined by article five 
of the grant of the republic of Colom- 
bia. 

Montpelier, Vt., Dec. 4. — Louis A. 
Meaker, pleading guilty to the murder 
of his half sister Alice by poisoning, 
was sentencod to be hanged on the 2d 
of February. Ho took the sentence 
calmly. 

Omaha, Dec. 4. — On Sunday last a 
young man named Christian Engler 
Voss died, and on Tuesday ho was 
buried. On Thursday morning it was 
discovered that his grave had been rob- 
bed. To-day, Frederick Loresman, 
with whom the deceased had boarded, 
suspecting that the body had been taken 
by some one connected Avith tho Ne- 
braska school of medicine, swore out a 
search warrant, and the body of a man 
was found in the dissecting room of tho 
school of medicine. The body had been 
dissected, and consequently identifica- 
tion will be difficult. No arrests have 
yet been made, but the matter will be 
fully investigated. 

Newport, R. I,, Dee. I. — It is re- 
ported that Charles Potter, of this city; 
a member of the U. S. geological sur- 
vey in Colorado, met foul play near 
Santa Fe. No word has been received 
from Potter for nearly two weeks. He 
is a step son of ex-Gov. A r an'. Zandt, 
and has a wife and family in this city. 
All his friends are shocked at his sup- 
posed death. The body had a wound 
in the head. A searching party has 
been sent out by Gen. Hatch, who will 
be able to clear the mystery by tho 
latter part of next week. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 3. — A fund of 
one hundred thousand dollars has been 
raised in this city and will be present- 
ed to Grant in a short time.

The Grand Jury of our Sovereign Lady 
the Queen present : — 

They have visited the various public 
Institutions. 

In visiting the Lunatic Asylum, we 
find tho building inadequate to tho pre- 
sent number of inmates, namely, forty- 
bight. The building was originally con- 
structed with a view to accommodate only 
half that number. The building, in its 
presont state, is unsuited for the proper 
treatment of tho poor afllicted patients. 
The 3tafl'of officers, though struggling 
under difficulties, is also insufficient. 

Tho Royal Columbian Hospital was 
sisited by us, and wo found about the 
average number of patients, but no very 
serious eases under treatment. We 
would strongly recommend that the inter- 
ior of the building be repainted. 

Wo paid a visit to the Public School, 
and found the accommodation totally in- 
adequate for tho health, comfort and con- 
venience of the pupils attending tho in- 
stitution. 

Having paid a viait to the common 
gaol we are led to repeat what was said 
by the Grand Jury in their presentment 
in March last, that all is satisfactory so 
far as order and cleanliness are concern- 
ed, that is, so far as it can be expected in 
such a place ; and, with the Grand Jury 
above mentioned, wo are at a loss for lan- 
guage sufficiently strong in condemning 
the entire building as totally unfit for 
the purpose to which it is applied. The 
attention of the Government has again 
and again boon called to this matter for 
years past, that the whole building, in- 
cluding tho sin rounding walls, is in such 
an utterly rotten iiml decayed state as to 
constitute Little rfr nn obstacle to escape, 
and tho fact that the prisoners arc kept 
within these frail and crumbling walls is 
a surprise to many. This is bad enough, 
but when we consider the impossibility of 
classifying the prisoners it becomes a mat- 
ter of serious regret, when we consider 
tho old and young, male and female, and 
thoso young in crime having to associate 
with murderers and felons, it can no long- 
er be a matter of surprise that crimo is 
increasing in our midst. There aro at 
present twenty-eight prisoners in the 
gaol, and there has been as many as fifty, 
and wo find that there are novor more 
than two guards on duty at one time. 
Wo beliovo that unless some thorough j 
measure for increasing tho security of the ! 
place bo immediately taken, there is 
reason to fear that a "general gaol deliv- 
ery," though not according to law, and 
possibly costing the lives of tho small but 
faithful staff of officers, may result. 

Another subject to which we would re- 
spectfully invite your Lordship's attention 
is a matter of serious importance to a 
largo number of wbrkingmen in business, 
who aro brought from their homes and 
their occupation for, it may be,' several 
days or it may bo weeks, without remun- 
eration or emolument. Now, to men who 
have to depend on their daily toil for the 
sustenance of themselves and families, 
this is a very serious consideration. This 
matter has reference to tho persons 
summoned here as pettit jurymen. 

We deem it to bo within the scope of 
our duty to direct your Lordship's notice 
to the fact, that tho Trunk Highway, 
built at great cost to the country and ter- 
minating opposite this city, is still with- I 
the approach I 
private pro- 
perty, to tho sorious injury to trade and I 
of agricultural development on the south | 
side of tho river.

The Orffjonuiii reports that the re-open- 
ing of steamboat navigation on tho Upper 
Columbia and of ship navigation on the 
lowee rivor seems hopeless. Whilo the 
weather is not much colder than usual in 
December, the icy grip east of the Cas- 
cades remains firm. Yesterday's reports 
by telegraph, particularly news from The 
Dalles that the river is blocked from 
Crate's point to a point opposite tho cen- 
ter of the city, are discouraging. If the 
snow reported from the Cascades and 
The Dalles has extended back from tho 
river, tho loss of stock will be very heavy. 
Ice is gorged at Willow bar, a few miles 
above St. Helens to the dopth of ton feet 
or more; and extends for at least tour 
miles.

It. it N. Co's steamers 
make regular trips to Astoria and Kalama 
via Willamette slough. Of course it will 
bo impossible for grain ships to be lowed 
between this city and Astoria for several 
days. The steamship Elder has found it 
impossible to get above St. Holens, at 
which point she has discharged cargo. 
The steamship California for Victoria 
started out from Portland but encounter- 
ing ice went back. It is believed that she 
got out of tho river yesterday and will ar- 
rive here to-day. 



Shook of Eauthquake. — Last evening a 
distinct shock of oarthqualyp was felt in 
this city at r>.4fj. p, in. It '"consisted of 
three vibrations in rapid succession. Peo- 
ple rushod into the streets from stores, 
restaurants and saloons. No damage re- 
sulted therefrom so far as we could learn.

John Kelly was placed in the dock to 
answer to a charge of stealing §21.20 
from the person of Richard McCue. 

Mr. S. P. Mills appeared to prose- 
cute. 

Richard McCue testified that ho went 
to the Phoenix saloon about o'clock on 
the morning of the 29th Nov. to got 
orders for soda water: saw thero Mr. and 
Mrs. Clark and John Kelly (tho prisoner); 
took a drink with Clark and prisoner; 
Clark and I got into a discussion; Mrs. 
Clark, who was behind tho bar, put her 
hand on mine and told me not to mind 
her husband, he was drunk ; Clark 
charged mo with pushing his wife; I had 
§20 in gold and §1.25 in silvor and Imifo 
in my pocket; Clark struck mo and I fell 
on tho floor; Clark came round from be- 
hind the bar and caught mo by tho nock 
and held me down; the prisonor caught 
me by tho legs and cut my pants' pocket 
from tho outside and stole tho money, 
Clark holding me down all tho time; 
was sober when I went in ; Mrs. Clark 
was present when the money was taken ; 
the prisoner showed mo §20 shortly after- 
wards and asked me if it was mine; I re- 
fused to go out till 1 got my monoy back; 
wo had another drink, and I lost all 
power in my logs immediately and foil 
down; I was picked up off tho sidewalk 
and carried over to Morloy's shop; after I 
came ta I laid this information. 

Cross-examined by Kelly— Wont into 
the saloon about !) o'clock; first went to 
the Albion saloon and filled an ordor; 
don't remember talking to tho proprietor 
of tho Albion saloon regarding Clark; re- 
mained in the Albion a short time; had 
one drink thero ; after the row started 
three or four more persons camo into tho 
Phoenix; Clark and I had a discussion 
about my discharge; 1 don't know that I 
gave Clark any provocation boforo ho 
struck mo ; it was about I o'clock when 
the witness recovered his senses; ho did 
not remember seeing the prisoner in the 
Albion saloon nor did he recollect having 
any conversation with him thore; saw 
prisoner's brother thore; when witness 
saw Kelly's brother in tho Albion ho 
showed him (witness) a §20 gold pioco say- 
ing "if that is yours take if; ho could not 
swear to tho money; when he was in tho 
Albion saloon in the morning ho showed 
a §20 gold pioco; it came out of his pocket 
when ho took out a pencil; the proprietor 
of tho saloon was presont; could not say 
whether anybody olso was presont; after- 
wards went to the Phoenix saloon; did 
not run a bill thore for drinks. 

George Blackall, proprietor of the 
Albion saloon opposite the rhceuix, saw 
McCue at his place on tho 29th November 
about 8.15 a. in,, ho was then quito 
sober; saw him pull out a gold pioco; 
could not say it was a §20 piece; thero 
was a $20 pioco changed in his houso on 
that daj' for tho prisoner's brother; was 
told by McCue about half past 2 p. in. 
that ho had been robbed of a §20 gold 
pieco in tho Phconix saloon; saw prisonor 
several times during tho day and evening, 
but he did not havo any drinks. 

To the prisonor — Never saw a §20 gold 
piece in tho hands of prisoner's brother 
before, neither did ho over change gold 
or notes; did not remember speaking to 
Medio during tho day. 

To.the Court — Did not observe any cut 
in McCuo's pants. 

J. Gcrnw remembered 29th November; 
McCue left Mr. Morloy's shop about 9 
o'clock; considered him sober at that timo; 
the pants produced were worn by him; 
when McCue whs brought over to tho 
shop his face had been knockod about and 
he seemed to be drunk; soon changed his 
opinion in this respect as ho then Bpoko 
as if ho was sober; said ho had been rob- 
bed of a §20 gold piece. 

John Stephens, proprietor of tho Om- 
inoca saloon on Government street, recol- 
lected Medio being thoro on the Sunday 
previous to 20th November from 9 to 10 
p. in. ; came in with a person named 
Frank to whom ho gave a §20 gold piece, 
and told him to keep it till next day; did 
not remember what kind of pants McCuo 
had on. 

Sorgeant O'Connor deposed that he re- 
ceived a warrant for Kelly's approhension 
on tho 30th nit, and arrested him on the 
0th inst. on tho corner of Yates and Doug- 
las; had boen trying to find him from tho 
timo the warrant was issue'dyhut could not 
do it. 

John Evans stated that he heard a 
noiso in the Phconix saloon; ho lookod 
in" and asked McCue to come out, 
but ho did not want to do so ; 
could swear that the prisoner was 
in at tho timo, but there were two or 
three men present. McCue said ho would 
not leave till ho got what belonged to 
him ; he seemed to bo in liquor, and his 
eyes were somewhat black, but not so 
much so as afterwards; when he saw Mc- 
Cuo again he had two big black eyes ; 
think this was next morning ; did not no- 
tice what pants ho had on. 

This closed tho case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Thos. King, examined by the prisoner, 
stated that he was in the Phoenix saloon 
on Monday, 29th ult. ; saw McCuo there 
about 9 a.m., ho seemed to have been 
drinking and asked him to take a drink; 
as he (witness was about to take a drink 
with a friend he declined; whilo drinking, 
some words occurred between Clark and 
McCuo, but hodid nothearwhat they were 
McCue told Clark that he was the cause 
of his being discharged from his place, 
or he understood so; Clark then ordered 
him out of the saloon; McOuc would not 
go out, but held on to the counter; wit- 
ness and his friend then stepped back' 
and a Chinaman also; Mrs. Clark tried to 
unfasten his hands and he shoved her 
against the bottles at tho back of tho bar; 
Clark then, struck McCue in the face; 
aftor getting his face washed in tho back 
room he and Clark made up friends again; 
Clark sent his wife for a handkerchief for 
McCue, after which they had drinks all 
round, about a do/.on in all. 

In reply to Mr. Mills tho witness be- 
lieved he had a very good memory. After 
a few questions as to whero the witness 
had been working, Mr. Mills read from 
his former deposition which stated that 
he (witnoas) was in bed when tho row 
commonced, whereas ho had just statod 
that ho was in the r.aloon when it occurr- 
ed. The witness maintained that his 
former deposition was correct. Discre- 
pancies woro not very clearly accounted 
for by. witness during a severe cross-ex- 
amination in regard to what occurred be- 
tween the parties in the bar-room. Tho 
reason the witness did not say anything 
about the prosecutor going into the back- 
room to wash himself was that in his pre- 
vious examination ho hod not boon asked. 
Tho prisonor entered the room in about 
fifteen minutes, he supposed, aftor tho 
row commenced; after tho assault he 
(witness) went away to the butchor-shop 
for moat and when ho returned tho pri- 
soner 'and his broth or wero there; did 
notnotlco the former going into tho back 
room; saw Kelly about 9 o'olook Monday 
evening in the Phtenix', which was the. 
lnat time before his. arrest; did not see 



any money taken out of McCuo's pocket 
neither did he complain of losing any. 

To tho prisoner — McCue stood two 
rounds of drinks while he (witness) was in 
tho saloon; McCuo might have an ac- 
count for drinks, but ho could not swear 
to it; heard him tell Clark to mark the 
drinks down; heard nothing strange 
whilo at breakfast; saw McCue with gold 
in his hand after the row took place. 

To tho Court— Prisoner followed him 
down into the saloon; he slept in the 
next room; had been in Victoria about 
six months; got acquainted with the pri- 
soner about three months ago; had been 
at the Phoenix about three weeks ond tho 
prisoner about throe days; to the best of 
his knowledge prisoner was in the back 
room when the row was going on. 

To Mr. Mills — Paid about §4 a week 
for board at the Phconix; was a married 
man and his wifo had sont him money; 
Mrs. Clark had about §10 of his monoy 
now ; his wife did not keep him; ho kept 
her; was at work yesterday but doing 
nothing at present; the Chinaman pro- 
mised to come to court but had not dono 
so; ho could toll hotter about tho caso 
than tho witnesses could. 

Mr. Mills stated that he was quite of 
this opinion. 

Mrs. Clark was then called. 

Mr. Mills objected, as her evidonco 
oither for or against prisoner wa3 inad- 
missablo on account of her husband being 
charged as an accessory. He quotod from 
authorities in support of his contention. 

Tho court sustained the objection. 

James Kelly, a brother of tho prisoner's, 
statod that ho was in tho Albion saloon 
on tho 29th November with throe others 
bosidos the landlord; was just having a 
drink when McCuo camo in with a wet 
handkerchief to his eyes and said that 
Clark had struck him and that ho had 
lost a §20 gold piece; I took out a 
§20 pieco and said "perhaps this is yours"; 
McCuo stated that ho could not swear 
to it; I bolicve §27. S7^ was taken from 
my pockot by my brother tho previous 
Sunday in the Albion saloon for safo- 
kooping while I was drunk; there wero 
a §20 pieco and §7.87^ in silvor, which 
wero handed back to mo by the barman 
on Monday morning; Mr. Saunders paid 
mo §35 on tho 30th of last month, and I 
havo worked every day since on the Alex- 
ander. 

Tho prisoner here statod that his namo 
is James Ryan and his brother's John 
Ryan and not Kelly, as was supposed. 

The case was adjourned till Monday 
next. 

British Columbians in Counoil. 

We have received full details of tho 
public meeting which lately took place at 
Victoria. Tho subject of discussion was 
the manner in 'which the province, and 
particularly the island, has been treated 
by tho Dominion. Mr. Wni. Wilson was 
tho principal speaker and tho mover of 
the resolutions which appear in another 
column. > Ho claimed that the Carnarvon 
arrangement was still in force and that 
tho island railroad ought to bo built at 
onco. Ho then sketched the evils inflict- 
ed, by,' tho tariff on British Columbia, es- 
pecially in respect to tho burdens laid up- 
on mining industries and declared that: — 

"Unless the Dominion agree to carry 
out tho terms she promised us, British 
Columbia would benefit by being placed 
in the same position with rogard to Groat 
Britain as Newfoundland and have tho 
management of our own resoources." 

Other speakers followed in the same 
strain. A thorough determination was 
shown not to be satisfied with tho con- 
struction of the Yale Kamloops branch, 
but to agitate until the island road was 
built. 

Tho language used in the British Col- 
umbia resolutions towards the now tariff 
is worthy of note. It seems almost liko a 
grim joko to find the Eastern and 
Western ends of the Union protest- 
ing against the tariff which thoy wero 
principally instrumental in inflicting upon 
tho wholo country.

through Parliament. Thoy forgot also 
that tho people of Ontario, being the 
largest consumers of protected and im- 
ported articles, suffer more for tho bur- 
dens imposed under the new tariff than 
does any one of the three provinces which 
are asking favors on account of tho inci- 
dence of the N. P. Wo make this asser- 
tion in full knowledge of tho fact that the 
trade returns allows that tho Customs 
taxation paid by British Columbia is 
threo time3 as much per head as that said 
to bo paid por hoad in Ontario. — Toronto 
Globe, Nov. 25. 

Thore are some unreasonable people at 
Victoria, B. C. Elsewhere will bo found 
tho resolutions passed at a mass meeting 
held there on the 8th inst. to discuss tho 
railway question. Tho present govern- 
ment, as tho world knows, has dovoted 
its every energy to secure the construc- 
tion of tho Pacific railway from end to 
end, and has done all that lay in its pow- 
er to satisfy tho Pacific province, and 
make amends for the non-fulfilment of 
the Carnarvon terms by the Mackenzie 
government.
